Picnic Rubbish. 


Picnic grounds and city parks, no matter ho\v rreely patron- 


ized, need not be made unsightly with newspapers and picnic 
garbage. Education is all that is needed. This has been proved 
by Vassar college authorities. 


Every summer for the last six years the people of the town- 


ship have held a picnic and athletic meet on the college camp- 
us. For the first three years only a general request was issued 
that picnickers be careful. In spite of it, the grounds were left 
dreadfully littered and cleaning up was an expensive and pain- 
ful process. 


The fourth summer committees' of women were-appointed 


to make the rounds of the various groups' show them where 
the rubbish containers were and warn them that if the grounds 
were left unsightly again the privilege of the campus would be 
withdrawn.- It was necessary to go back to some of the groups 
repeatedly that day, but the result was cleanliness. The next 
year only one warning was needed. This year "not even the 
first warning was issued, yet the grounds were left spotless, 
though over 1,000 people had picnicked and romped all day. 


Every locality has the problem, and surely it involves no 


more trouble or expense to employ the preventive policy than 
it does to clean up after the crowd. And all the while the 
public is having valuable training in picnic decency which 
should make the rubbish question less troublesome year by 
year.

Revolt Against Efficiency. 


The revolution in Bulgaria seems to represent the break- 


down of super-efficiency in government. 


Stamboulisky, the "peasant premier," who ruled the coun- 


try for four years, was determined to eliminate all waste, 
extravagance, luxury and idleness. A beggar, a capitalist and 
a king looked alike to him. He made everybody get to work, 
and if private jobs were lacking, he provided them in the name 
of the state. The idle rich, the nobility- and King Boris himself 
had to start in tilling the soil, or go through the motions of 
doing so. And having reformed the nation, Stamboulisky 
proceeded to reform the language. 


• There were two silent letters in the written language. Idle 
letters were as immoral and intolerable as idle men. So he 
swept them out of the alphabet. 


Idleness and privilege somehow refuse to be swept but,-or 


to stay swept out. 
Humanity clings to its prequisites and 


follies, and demands pleasure and waste and superfluity. The 
conservatives planned revolt. The reactionaries reacted. And 
so Stamboulisky and his super-efficient system were swept out 
together- and the two superfluous letters are restored to the 
alphabet, and people stop being industrious and sensible under 
compulsion, -and somehow the nation' seems strangely con- 
tented again.
